ditfcrcnt  llailway  Conipatiios  that  h  ve  them,  requiring  them 
to  .slacken  speed  ol'  trauia  over  tl:"  and  to  proceed  with  the 
filling  according  as  it  may  be  necc,  .uiry  in  each  case. 

The  necessities  of  Railway  Companies  obliging  tliem  to 
continue  the  use  of  such  works  as  long  as  they  will  last  and 
remain  safe,  it  fre((nently  h;'])pens,  owing  to  the  rapid  decay 
of  rlie  parts  in  contact  with  and  buried  in  the  gronnd,  that 
the  jxiiiit  of  danger  is  reached  before  the  finances  of  the 
('i)mj)iniy  are  in  sucli  a  state  as  to  enal)Ie  it  to  replace 
tlu'ni  by  jiennanent  works,  and  thns,  in  the  Cfuirse  of  five  or 
six  years,  a  second  set  of  temporary  works  liave  to  be 
eonstriickd,  tlicrrt)y  angmenting  the  cost  of  mairitenance  in 
an  inordinate  degree 

intone  or  iron  bridges  are  of  course  the  best  and  safest  that 
can  be  constructed  for  |)nblie  aeconunodatifm  ;  but  where, 
from  tinaneial  reasons,  it  is  a  matter  <if  necessity  to  have 
wooden  bridges,  they  slioubl  be  reduced  to  thesmalh^st  luimber 
bv  building  culverts  and  embankments  wherever  admissible, 
jind  the  length  of  such  as  are  really  umivoiciable,  should  bean 
Httle  as  may  be  consistent  with  affording  safe  and  sulticient 
wuterwiiy  The  frame-work  shouhi  rest  on  abutments  and 
fnundatioi.s  of  solid  nuisonry,  so  as  to  j»reserve  the  timber 
and  admit  uf  easy  inspection  and  repair.  The  nearer  wooden 
bridges  are  made  to  apj)roxinuite  to  thes<'  conditions,  the 
sal'er  they  will  be  lor  the.  puldic,  and  the  better  for  the 
('onipanvV  interest. 

The  Cireat  Wt\stern  Railway  Company  is  at  pre«.ent  engaged 
in  tlm  Cv.insTruetion  <»f  a  pern\anent  bridge  across  the  valley 
of  the  Twel\e-Mile  Creek,  at  St.  Catherines,  as  before  alluded 
to,  consisting  of  a  tubular  girder  of  18<'  feet  span,  and  two 
side  archts  of  masonry,  of  50  feet  each,  to  take  the  place  of 
the  prcM'nt  tre»cl  <it'  lt^(»  t'eet  in  Iciiirth,  over  which  the  trains 
are  now  limited  to  a  sjxH'd  of  three  miles  an  hour.  It  has 
also  onh'red  an  iron  swing  bridge  to  take  the  jilaee  of  the 
wuixlen  one  at  the  Desjarilin's  Canal. 

Tliis  Company  has  likewi>e  laid  down  guard  rails  on  all 
the  larger  wooden  bridges,  tliereby  giving  great  additional 
safety  to  the  public.

2.  There  is  also  at  every  Station  a  semaphore  signal,  aii'l 
whenever  the  Station  is  ajiproached  I'V  a  <urve.  there  are  al~  ■ 
distance  signals.       \^y   meuns  of  the  moveable  armbyda\. 
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and  of  the  colored  light:^  by  iui;hf,  the  Station  Master  has 
tM)Pii»lete  control  of  all  ap|'roaeiiing  triiins;,  and  can  keep  them 
u[)  to  retrulations,  or  npecial  orders,  and  thereby  ])revent  delays 
and  rt.ijisior"

Of  the  seven  passeiiijers  killed,  f(»ur  came  to  their  death  by 
getting  on  or  otl'  trains  while  in  motion,  (and  one  »»t'  them 
after  every  etl'ort  wa.-^  made  to  prevent  him ;)  one  wa> 
intoxicated  and  fell  oti"  tlie  train  ;  and  the  other  two  fell  oil" 
the  train  during  transit. 

Thi;  four  passengers  injured,  received  their  injury  through 
their  own  act,  in  getting  on  or  off  trains  whilst  they  were  in 
motion. 

Of  the  nineteen  employe-^  killed,  twelve  were  lirakesmen  : 
four  of  these  were  killed  coupling  I'ars  ;  four  fell  <..ti'  train- ; 
two  struck  against  bridges  while  standing  on  top  of  freiglit 
cars  in  motion  ;  one  t truck  against  a  tVeight  house,  ^the  truck 
has  since  been  moved;)  three  attempting  to  get  on  train- 
when  in  motion;  two  laborers  found  dead  on  track;  oiu 
roadmaster  through  the  fadure  of  a  wooden  bridge;  one  nimi 
run  lAer  in  a  state  ol  intoxi^'ation ;  and  one,  whose  font 
caught  in  a  switch,  and  was  run  over  before  it  (;ould  be 
extricated.

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My  owtj  impression  -  iiat  without  any  change  whatever  in 
till!  simplo  torn,  of  link  and  pin  couijlin^,  now  in  use,  the  form 
of  the  l)unt(!rs  might  be  so  altered  as  to  do  away  almost  entirely 
with  any  risk  to  th(!  brakesnum  in  ctiuplinj^  the  car^.  It  ia 
in  the  eoupling  of  freitcht  ears  tiiat  tiie  irreatest  number  of 
aoeident  has  oeeurretl.  On  Sdtiie  lines  the  hunters  are  double 
haviuLT  a  clear  spacf  tur  the  hand,  but  the  hunter  heads  are 
mostly  X^'v  wide  apart,  and  thi-  i)rakesnnin's  body  is  Habh-  to 
l)e  eaught  between  them.  Several  have  been  kille<l  in  this 
way.  On  other  Hnt's  the  bunti-rs  ;ire  sin<rle,  and  placed 
inunediately  dxcrthe  dra\v-bar>.  but  whih'  thiy  atl'ord  perfect 
protection  to  the  Imdy  tiu-y  leave  t:ie  hand  in  danger.  When 
the  cars  of  one  liiie  are  run  over  another,  these  two  (dasses  of 
cars  are  sometimes  mixed  togetln^rin  tiie  sam(>  train,  and  then 
the  brakesnum's  duty  is  remhred  more  hazardous  from  the 
u.'<e  of  a  promiscuous  stock. 

Kroiii  this  it  would  appear  that  a  \  ery  betu'licial  effect  might 
be  jiroduced,  at  a  moderate  outhiv,  by  tiie  general  adoption 
of  one  standard  form  of  hunter  so  judiciously  constructed  and 
arranged  as  to  guard  both  die  body  and  the  hand.  Hut 
whether  it  is  by  an  assinvllation  of  stock,  or  by  the  use  of  self- 
couplers,  or  botli,  that  tiiis  idassof  casualties  can  be  dinuaished, 
is  a  (juestion  whicdi  can  oidy  be  solved  in  a  satisfaetor;.  manner, 
by  the  a<lvice  and  eonce.rrtnice  of  the  ditl'erent  Railway 
Companies.  It  appears  to  be  one  whieli  demands  their  earnest 
attention,  and  1  would  therefore  respectfully  suggest  for  the 
consideration  of  tlu'  Board,  wiiether  &ome  action  might  not  be 
taken  to  bring  it  before  them. 

(Jf  the  f wenty-tivo  others  killed,  nine  were  run  over  on  the 
track  in  a  state  of  into.xication  :  two  were  asleep;  two  deaf; 
one  an  Indian;  one  woman  fouiui  dea«l  in  a  cattle-guard;  an 
iniknown  man  fouiul  dead  on  the  track;  a  father  and  child 
killed  at  a  road-crossing,  the  father  endeavoring  to  rescue  the 
child  playing  there  ;  one  man  lying  on  the  track,  supposed  to 
be  in  a  tit ;  a  buy  Jostled  otl'  the  platform  at  a  station,  by  the 
passenger^  j^etting  on  the  train  while  in  motion  ;  one  man 
falling  betwiH'U  the  engine  and  cars ;  one  struck  In'  a  train  at 
a  street  crossing,  Montreal ;  one  found  dead  under  suspicious

create.  In  future  no  level  erossinfrs  of  two  railwHy>  fhuuM 
be  ])ermitted.  excei)t  for  special  reasons,  and  with  the  c.\|.r.- 
sanction  of  the  Board  of  Ilailway  (^lmmis^ioIlers.  It  uiin 
indeed  he  possible  to  reduce  their  present  number  ;  for  oUr  nf 
these  at  least,  it  is  <juite  possible  t(»  ^et  rid  of,~namely,  tif 
le\il  crossing'  of  the  (irand  Trunk  and  (rreat  \\\>tcrn.  n|i 
a  stee]>  gradient,  and  in  a  deep  (tutting  at  the  svot  eiid  of  thir 
city;  and  in  thi  formation  of  a  general  Central  Railway 
Station  here,  of  whicli  the  puhlii-  now  reap  the  advanta^rf 
by  the  present  temporary  buildings.  e,rtain  changi's  iij  tht 
railway  lines  (  on\ergiiig  from  the  wot,  and  referred  to  in  tiiy 
report  of  the  lltli  March  last,  have  been  suggested,  and 
diseus8e<i  by  the  Companies  interested  in  them,  by  whicli  rni- 
crossing  was  to  have  been  abKnd«»ned.  Tlie  getting  rid  ui 
this  crossing,  hhould  be  insisteci  on  ap  one  of  the  condition- 
to  the  approval  of  thise  clumges. 

One  of  the  mo^t  dangerous  of  the  level  crossiings — that  (I 
the  Welland  and  (rreat  Western  at  Thorold  Station-  -wliiii 
occurred  on  a  gradient  vi'  45  feet  in  a  mile  on  the  latter,  and 
83  feet  in  a  mile  on  the  former,  has,  tlirough  the  interventinr 
of  the  Board,  been  got  rid  of,  and  an  ovcr-erossingeonstruei'  i 
in  its  stead.  The  dangers  which  have  been  averted  throiii::. 
this  change  of  the  crossing,  may  be  considered  as  aniontrst  tiif 
most  important  results  of  the  Commission. 
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2\\(\.  Lt'vel  oroHH'ng  of  connnon  roadtt  with  the  liailway. 

It  ii*  (li'rtirivl>lc  to  ri'ducc  the  mmibur  ot"  le\  el  vu:i'\  cninrtin^e 
as  riiucli  as  {losHible,  j>'m1  for  this  ((bjoi-t,  iKtwur  might  be  ^Tsuitod 
to  the.  flailway  Ci.>iiij)ttnieH,  to  iimko  divpryioiiw  of  oxistinj? 
roads  within  certrtin  limits,  and  to  ac(piir»'  h\rid  tor  thnt 
pur]ios('.  X«>  sucii  power  is  contained  irk  the  A<  ts  hen^totore 
niiMitioned.  'Hu're  are  many  instances  when'  a  new  r<»ad  of 
h'bs  than  a  (piarter  of  a  iiiih'  in  Kn^th  runniin:  paraUcl  with 
the  Hne  ot  Ivailway,  will  save  one  and  sometimes  two  livel 
crossings,  and  then;  are  places  where  a  road  of  loss  than  a 
hundred  yards  would  make  one  crosein/^  answer  for  two, 
and  as  the  i.^k  to  traveller?  iVonj  these  is  just  in  proportion  to 
their  number,  every  one  saved  is  by  just  so  much  a  reduction  of 
the  chances  of  accident. 

The  Railway  Clauses  Act  re((uires  that  notic  boards  should 
bt:  placed  at  all  h'vcl  cro.-»sings  of  Ilij/hways,  but  its  application 
is  limited,  by  the  preandde,  to  Railways  which  shall  by  any 
Act  thereafter  passed,  be  authorized  to  be  «'onstructed.  But 
the  (Jreat  Western  ami  its  braiKdies,  as  well  as  the  Litndcm 
and  I'ort  Staidey,  nuiking  in  all  4Sl  miles  of  Railway,  form 
the  exception  of  the  general  rule.  Tliey  have  not  erected 
iioticf  boards  at  any  of  their  level  road  crossings,  and  they 
claim  exemption  from  sucdi  service  under  their  hcveral  s|iecial 
Actsof  incor]»oration.  In  acorumum'catioii  which  I  addressitd 
to  the  f'ormtjr  Coiupany  on  the  .'ioth  November  last,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Accidents  on  Railways  Act,  I  called  upon  the 
(.\jmi)any  to  j>iit  them  up,  but  as  yet  have  had  no  reply.  If 
tlu-re  is  any  doul»t  as  to  the  application  of  this  Act  to  such 
(■a.-'cs.  it  is  propi'r  it  should  be  removcnl  by  t'urtlier  legislation. 
It  is  due,  however,  t<»  the  (treat  Western  Company  to  state 
thnt  at  nearly  all  their  principal  road  cr(»ssings  they  have 
crecti'd  dwellings  for  their  trackmen,  and  placed  the  crossings 
in  charge  <;f  the  family  living  there  ;  but  still  the  advantage 
gained  by  the  arrangement  does  not  appear  to  wnrrant  the 
dispensing  with  notice  boards,  for  they  are  just  a:  necessary 
here  as  on  other  roads.  If  on  the  other  hand  tluy  are  not 
rtMpiisite  as  a  means  of  safety  on  the  Cireat  Western,  then  it 
must  1)0  concluded  that  other  liajUway  Companies  have  been 
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ccessMry  expi/iipc  i?i  tins  action.     Il'tlic  provisi

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6tli.  Signal  Switches. 

Reforeii(-(5  has  alroady  been  made  to  the  efRcieney  of  these 
tsigDalfi  as  a(l<)])tt'(.l  on  two  ^ivat  roatln.  and  an  opinion  t;xpre8sed 
that  it  woidd  trn<l  tn  prcxciit  accidents  and  irrrt^nhiritics  to 
have  thejii  adopteil  generally  thron^hont  Cjunuhi.  Tliey  are 
tlieret'ore  a^ain  referred  to  here,  with  a  view  of  reeomniending 
that  (Mir  ('anHdian  Kail  way  system  slionhl  ho  cluiraeterised  as 
ethcient  iind  complete  in  tliis  respect  ;  wliicdi  mit^ht  he  done 
by  recjnirin^  that  every  opening  of  the  main  line  by  a  switch 
shall  be  furnished  with  thest'  sigiiuls.  Several  minor  acr-idents 
have  occurred  within  the  luht  year,  from  trains  getting  (.»tf 
track  at  tlu;  coniuiou  bwitcdies,  wliich  fortunately,  did  not 
prove  serious.  It  is  believed  that  the  ailoption  of  signal 
switches  would  bo  the  mott  etfeetual  way  of  jireventing  such 
ai^cidents  in  future. 
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6th.  AssimUation  of  Sit/nals. 

It  is  an  elementary  princijile  in  railway  management,  that 
train  signals  should  bet'ew  in  number,  distinctive  in  (diaracter. 
and  invariable  in  their  signiti(  utinn. 

The  signals  given  l>y  the  locomotive  whistle,  are  in  general 
use  on  all  railways,  but  a  ditl'erent  signitit'atinn  is  attutdied  to 
them  on  different  mads  in  (■ana<la.  (h\  the  (treat  Western 
for  instaiKie,  and  on  six  other  roads,  if  it  becomes  necessary  for 
any  reason  to  stop  a  train,  the  dri\t»r  gives  onf.:  short  whistle 
as  the  signal  to  put  on  the  brakes;  while  to  accomplish  the 
same  thing  on  tin;  (irand  Trunk,  and  on  four  other  roads,  the 
driver  will  give  ^wv  short  whistles,  and  if  in  apprehension  of 
danger  t/ine,  (»r  a  continui'd  suc<'ession  of  whi.-^tles.  If  this 
diversity  of  sigi  als  is  allowed  to  coutiiuu',  and  become  an 
established  practice  with  thi'  diifennt  roads,  the  time  may 
come  8ome  day,  when  either  fri-ni  change  of  drivers,  eonduetors 
or  hrakesnu'Ti  from  one  road  to  another,  or  from  the  meeting  of 
the  trains  ot"  ditferent  roads  at  the  same  station,  as  for 
instarHH'  at  the  Union  station  in  this  city,  inisai)pr»  lieusion  of 
tlie  signal  may  lead  to  seriinit;  accidents,  and  it  is  therefore 
extremely  desirable  that  tlu;  proper  signitication  of  these 
signals  should  be  tixed  by  competent  authority,  for  all  lines. 
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Tlie  signals  given  by  the  locomotive  whistle  as  at  present, 
are  as  follows : 

On  the  Great  Western  and  six  other  lines, 
One  sound  of  the  vhistli;  if?  the  signal  to  pnt  on  the  brakes. 
Two  sounds  uf  tiie  whi-stle  ""  to  take  them  off. 

Three  sounds  uf  the  whistli;        *'  to   let  tho   train  into 

the  siding. 

On  the  Grand  Trunk  and  four  other  lines, 

One  sound  of  the  whistle  is  the  signal  to  take  off  the  brakes. 
Two  sounds  of  the  whistle  '*  to  put  them  on,  and 

Three  sounds  of  the  whistle         "  to  put  thtni  on  when  a 

train  is  stop]ted  unexpectedly. 

The  former  uf  these  systcma  is  that  which  obtains  generally 
throughout  the  I'nited  States— the  latter  corresponds  with  the 
practice  in  England.  These  hignals  inay  to  some  ap[ieartu  i>r 
of  a  merely  arbitrary  character,  and  it  may  be  snpposcil  a 
matter  of  no  jnument  whether  the  signal  for  j)utting  ou  tin 
brakes  shall  be  given  by  one  or  by  two  sounds  of  the  wlii?tlt\ 
8t»  l(»ng  as  they  ure  distinctly  underst<^od  by  all  the  umi 
connected  with  the  working  of  trains;  hut  it  will  be  found, 
upon  a  full  coiifideratioii  of  ;il1  thi;  ditl'erent  circumstiiiK c- 
nnder  which  it  niitv  he  ni-ci-ssarv  to  use  these  siijnals,  that  a 
principle  is  involved  in  the  (dioice  between  iy>it'  and  (ivo  souiiiU, 
and  that  that  ciioiee,  under  certain  circumstances,  tnay 
materially  atl'ert  the  safety  of  a  train.  But  whate\er  vii  w- 
may  be  entertained  in  regard  to  the  respective  merits  of  tin 
two  systems,  it  is  obviously  re(pusite,  on  jtublic  grounds,  that 
one  or  the  other  should  prevail,  in  order  to  avoid  themistakc^ 
whitdi  are  likely  to  lia[)iien  fVom  a  confusion  of  signal.-.  In 
this  view  of  the  case,  it  thtes  not  ap}>ear  t(»  I)e  unreasonal'k' 
that  the  C(»mi)anies  should  Ite  reijulret!  to  agree  anioiiir^t 
theni.selves  in  tlu;  estalilishment  of  one  uniform  code  of  ^ignul- 
for  the  whole  Province. 

y.  Vefjardinn  Cmud  Smmj  /ir!(f(/t\  Oreat  Western  IMfi'^oy 

Taking  iiit(»  consideration  the  magnitude  of  the  intert'tft- 
involvtHl  in  the  railway  operations,  which  are  more  or  Ic.v" 
atiected  by  tiie  maintenance  of  a  Bwing  bridge  in  this  ])Ositiuii, 
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for  the  special  iiocnmmodatioii  of  tlie  trade  witli  Dundas,  and 
contrasting  it  with  tho  oontiiiually  diminif^hing  amount  of  that 
trade  since  the  opening  of  the  railway,  it  inuhl  he  admitted 
that  there  is  no  h)nger  any  paramount  public,  neeesftlty  for  a 
twing  bridge  at  this  place.  Tlie  trade  of  Diindas  will  not  be 
cut  otF,  nor  fiuflVr  in  any  itniterial  degree,  by  making  it  a 
fixed  bridge.  A  clear  headway  of  4<t  feet  can  b(!  given  tt>  it, 
aflording  mucli  better  accommodation  than  tlie  St.  x\.nne's 
bridge  of  '.U]  feet  headway,  under  whi(di  is  passed,  without 
ditlieulty,  the  whole  trade  of  the  Ottawa. 

The  canal  is  closed  for  four  or  tive  months  in  the  yt'ar,  and, 
since  the  opening  of  the  railway,  tlie  etfect  has  been  to  divert 
into  other  channels  the  trade  whiidi  formerly  centered  in 
Dnndap,  tor  this  has  actually  de(dine(l  from  103  vessels,  in  and 
out,  in  1854,  to  27  in  1858,  being  now  only  a  ijuarter  of  what 
it  then  was.  These  vessels  r-arry  ii"  passengers,  but  ojaly 
friMght  of  the  heaviest  kind,  consisting  chiefly  of  lumber,  coal 
and  iron. 

On  tlie  other  hand,  there  are  upwards  nf  half  a  million  of 
passengers  anmially  transporti'd  by  rail  acrovss  the  canal,  who 
are  put  to  iru'onvenience,  and  whose  safety  is  in  some  degree 
compromised  by  the  maintenancf-  of  the  swing  bridge. 

Tlic  circum-stanees,  th(;refore,  whi(  li  originally  influenced 
the  construction  of  a  swing  bridge,  (lo  not  now  tixist. 

The  Oompa  ly  ha«  re[)ftired  the  present  bridge,  and  made  it 
much  stronger  than  it  ever  was  before,  and  is  now)  preparing 
to  erect  an  iron  bridge  in  place  of  it.  of  tho  most  substantial 
character,  but  owing  to  its  position,  on  a  gradient  of  45  feet 
in  a  mile,  and  the  imlis[)ensible  necessity  f>f  stripping  the 
trains,  in  cempliaiice  with  (Tosernment  regulations,  there  are 
ditliculties  connected  with  the  keejnng  of  a  suing  bridge  in 
this  position  which,  no  form  of  construction,  no  arrange- 
ments or  regulations,  however  good  they  may  be  in  themselves, 
can  entirely  obviate.  It  would  promote  tho  public  interest 
to  get  rid  of  this  swing  britlge;  but,  of  course,  that  desirable 
oliject  cannot  be  accomplishe<l  at  the  sacriHee  *A'  any  ])rivat<? 
or  local  interest — the  vtjsted  rights  (»t  the  Town  of  Dundas,  in 
il8  dmnnel  of  trade,  must  be  respuctAid,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped 
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that  some  way  will  V»o  toinid  of  Pecurin^  all  the  advantagps 
of  a  iK'nuaiient  iixtvl  l>ri(lfr«>,  without  rhtin^  any  injury  to 
tht'hf  ntrlit>.  With  this  view  it  iriifjlit  b»>  advisable  to  concede 
1o  the  (irrai  Wc^tcrti  Conijiany  tho  powt-r  of  otahlisliin^f  a 
tixiMJ  l»ri(lp',  iip(>n  tluir  uiakiiiij:  arrangtMiionts  to  patisty  thf 
Town  for  the  chanj^c. 

In  laying  tht'se  scvcial  s-iiix^otiofH  ht fore  thr  Hojini,  ;uid 
soliciting  their  altcnticii  tn  thi-in,  I  wnuM  l)t>>r  to  add.  that  it 
seems  ad\isa})lr,  in  tin'  >\tiit  of  at»y  action  hciiur  taken  id 
ref^ard  to  tlu-tn,  thai  '///  tlir  railways  now  in  oj)(>ration  ^Im  li 
also  he  subject  to  sdl  the  tdanses  of  tiie  Railway  Clan-- 
('Onsolidation  Act,  which  have  refcrcnci-  to  the  constructio' 
(•r  workintr  '"t  the  sanu\ 


hiiilway  Stati«ticti. 

The  ad\antap:es  to  ite  derived  tVoni  jjivinfr  general  pulilicit', 
to  all  the  tacts  connectt'd  with  construction  and  operation  . 
Railways,  are  now  m»  well  known,  ami  so  t'ullv  apprei  i  i'..: 
that  it  ^  unnecessary,  at  this  time,  to  urire  any  rea.^on  u^x  ;• 
In  thcireneral  provisitine>of  the  Railway  Clauses  (\»nsoli(|;itiii' 
Aft,  14  au'l  ITi  \"ic.,  cjtp.  51,  ISec.  22,  the  Lejrislature  apprur 
to  li;ivc  lia(|  this  oitjecl  in  view,  by  retpuring  tVoin  ail  tl 
Ooui}»anies  amenable  to  it-  provisions,  jairticiUar  and  th'taiir : 
accounts  of  the  inonii>  n-cfivt-il  and  «\pendtd,  aiiil  i 
cla«sitied  statement  of  j^ouds  ami  |iasse?ii.'ers.  transportetl  Kv 
them,  to  be  submitte(l  annually  to  the  three  branches  et'  iii- 
[.eirislatiire  ;  and  under  thi'  same  A<t,  the  Li'gislature  miiv 
make  tiirthtT  provisi<ms  with  reirard  to  the  form  <ir  detail' 
account>,  or  th^  mode  of  atti'-tiiiL''  "r  renderintf  them,  wit!'/ 
iid"rin;_dnj.'  upon  the  pri\  dej^es  granted  t<»  them. 

I  have  been  unable,  however,  to  lind  that  any  (Company 
has  yet  complied  with  this  prov  i^•ion  ol"  the  Aet,  or  that  any 
one  of  tliein  has  been  called  upon  for  thi>  infbrnuitioti.  I 
woubl,  therefore,  beg  to  suggeht  the  preparation  by  tb 
Secretary,  of  a  blank  form  of  return,  sonu'what  similar  tet'. 
one  adopted  by  the  Railroad  Commissioiu'rs,  of  the  JStatr  •! 
New  \'ork,  (lierevsith  .■<ubmitted)oidy  not  quitesn  elaborati  in  i 
detail,  and   having  a    printed   copy   sent    to  ea(di    (.Vnipain. 
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with  a  request  to  have  it  filled  up  and  returned  to  this  Office, 
by  the  first  day  of  K'cbrnary  in  each  year,  or  within  one 
month  after  the  period  of  their  Annual  Report,  or  fiscal  year. 
The  returns  should  be  made  annually,  rather  than  half-yearly 
because  the  trafiic  runs  through  its  diff'erent  phases,  and 
completes  them  with  the  annual  revolution  of  the  seasons. 
They  would  set  forth,  in  the  clearest  maimer,  the  financial 
condition  of  every  Fiailwa\  ;  the  cost  of  its  construction  and 
c(iui]>ment.  and  the  value  of  materials  on  hand  ;  its  <haracter- 
istics.  in  rcijard  to  length,  permanent  vay,  gradients,  cnrvation, 
bridges  ai\d  culverts,  roud  crossings,  buildings  and  rolling 
stock  :  the  number  of  officers  and  men  iu  the  servKie  of  the 
Company  ;  the  receipts  from  })assengers  and  freight,  through 
and  way,  in  both  directions,  as  well  as  from  mails  and  other 
sources  properly  classified;  and  the  expenditure  for  mainte- 
nance of  way  and  works,  buildings  and  rolling  stock,  and  for 
working  the  trains,  under  the  head  of  coaching  charges. 

Tlie  Companies  generally  have  a  Board  of  Audit  established 
in  connection  with  their  administration,  tor  the  jnirpose  of 
organising  and  recording  thes«!  classes  of  data,  anil  can 
therefore:  su})]>ly  this  informatioTi  without  ditficulty.  I  have 
not  considered  mysi>lf  authorised  under  tite  Accidents  on 
Railways  Act,  to  go  into  the  questions  of  cost  of  couf-truction, 
returns  of  tratHc,  or  the  comjtarative  economy  of  the  working 
operation,  and  have  therefore  confined  myself  sini])ly  tu  caljing 
for  such  infornuition  as  bears  directly  upon  the  object  of  this 
Act:  namely,  the  nuniber  of  miles  run  by  all  the  trains,  their 
average  and  maximum  spt'cd,  the  number  of  jiassengers 
carried,  and  the  average  and  aggregate  number  of  miles 
travelled  i)y  them  during  the  year,  and  the  number, 
description,  and  condition  of  the  locomotixe  engines  and 
rolling  stock.  These  returns  will  be  toumi  with  the 
I  accom]tanying  documents,  and  the  intormation  they  contain 
is  given  in  a  condensed  form  in  the  accompanying  Statements, 
Nos.  n,  12,  i:{  and  14. 

From  these  we  learn,  at^cording  to  statement  11.  that  in 
1>>5h,  the  averagi!  speed  of  express  trains,  including  stops,  is 
2f)  miles  an  hour,  and  in  motion   l)etween  stations  3<i^  miles
